REASONS FOR ALLOWANC 

The prior art of record fails to disclose or suggest the combination of the claimed high 
speed envelope transport as been clarified by the filed appeal brief of 03/24/2008. 

As to claim 1 : the prior art of record fails to disclose among other features the 
combination of a packing station for inserting an object into the conveyed open envelope such 
that the conveyed open envelope and the object are in simultaneous and same direction motion 
along the conveyor during insertion of the object into the conveyed open envelope; a bending 
member to bend the envelope by displacing a center portion of the envelope and to maintain the 
bend until the envelope is gripped by a gripping device, wherein the bending member is 
configured to bend the envelope about an axis perpendicular to a joint between the flap and the 
open envelope, see for example Figs. 1&4. 

As to claim 21 : the prior art of record fails to disclose among other features the 
combination of a bending member configured to bend a conveyed envelope about a z-axis during 
conveyance of the envelope, while the bending member configured to bend the conveyed 
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envelope about an axis that perpendicular to a joint between the flap and the conveyed envelope, 
see for example Figs. 1&4.
